MANY BENEFITS 


The importance of this large 
volume of export business, he said 
could not be viewed only from the 
standpoint of the new money which 
it brought into the country or the 
contribution which it made to 
Canada’s position as One of the 
world’s important trading nations, 
he said. The benefits of the larger 
volume of production necessary to 
supply export as well as Canedian 
| markets for automobiles, extended 
to the individual motorist, making 
it possible for a Canadian product 
to be obtained with the price and 
| quality advantages of mass pro- 
duction 

“The average monthly number of 
workers employed in these Canad- 
ian plants during 1936 was 15,451,”

A good time to give yourself this treatment 
is just before going to bed. However, you may 
do it during the day after standing or walking 
for some time, when the feet feel tired and 
have a tendency to hurt. Further benefits will 
be experienced when this is used during the 
daytime if you follow the massage by wearing 
bedroom slippers or some other type of light 
foot covering for an hour or two. Not only 
will you be rewarded for this foot-care by a 
greater feeling of ease and comfort in the feet 
themselves, but you will also notice an im- 
provement in your disposition. Anyone with 
tired, aching feet finds it difficult to look at the 
world through rose-colored glasses and is like- 
ly to become snappish and irritable; yet the 
same person will cheer up amazingly as soon 
as the feet are returned to a comfortable state 

If your feet have a tendency to perspire 
heavily, try dusting talcum powder between the 
toes and into the shoes before starting out for 
the day. Also use the hot soaking treatment 
at night, but instead of finishing with the cold 
cream massage, omit this and use the talcum 
powder instead. 

There no doubt that foot discomfort 
often due to the muscles and tendons support- 
ing the arches being weak, and in such cases 
real relief will only follow when the foot is 
strengthened by suitable exercises.

The Passing Show |SIDE GLANCES - By George Clark:

Democracy at home and abroad has taken 
so many defeats of late that many people suspect 
democracy to be a flop. They wonder if more 
effective guidance is not to be found in an aris- 
tocracy, or a dictatorship, than in the majority 
votes of the mutable many. 

T've been reading George Gissing’s “Private 
Papers of Henry Ryecroft” in spare moments of 
late. It is latgeiy autobiographical. It strikes 
a tender note in this commentator’s heart, for 
the imaginary Ryecroft after a lifetime as a 
literary hack suddenly finds his drear world 
turned into a Devonian paradise through the 
kindness of a distant admirer who left him a 
comfortable annuity for his declining years. 

Ryecroft—or is it Gissing—in his reflections 
upon public life and government in England de- 
plores the coming of democracy “with its pecu- 
liar dangers’. He laments the passing from 
public life of those noble lords “endowed by de- 
scent with generous instincts.” Their acts and 
words had “constituted the code of honor where- 
by the nation lives”; each worthy lord “held his 
patent of nobility straight from Almighty God” 

Then there came into my hands a couple of 
copies of the London Times of over a hundred 
years ago—reprints of editions announcing Nel- 
son's victory at Trafalgar and Wellington's vic- 
tory over Napoleon at Waterloo. Except that the 
casualty lists tell of a day when generals died 
in their boots there is not much in them to sup- 
port the theory of the kindlier life under the rule 
of the landed gentry.

While the rule making it an offence to re- 
port the proceedings of Parliament was not re- 
moved for many a long day, the fight of John 
Wilkes, editor of the “North Briton”, alderman 
for the City of London and M.P. for Middlesex 
forty years before for the freedom of the press, 
had made Parliament chary of citing editors to 
appear before the Bar of the House of Com- 
mons.

There were other features of life in England 
in the early years of the nineteenth century 
that history records.

Editor, Bulletin: Your issue of 
15th publishes a letter from Mr. R 
J. Deachman, M.P. for North Hu- 
ron, Ont., in which he comes to the 
defence of his statement that “prog- 
ress necessitates a declining price 
| level.” I had criticized this state- 
| ment in a letter of February 2nd 
in which I showed that a declining 
price favors the man who has 
| money at the expense of every man 
who labors for his living 

I might just say here that J be- 
lieve there is a clerical error in your 
print of his letter, and that wher- 


ever 1920 appears it should read 
1929, as Mr. Deachman is compar- 
ing living conditions in 1926, 1929 


and 1933. 

In support of his contention that 
declining prices are an advantage 
to the worker, Mr. Deachman quotes 
some figures by means of which 
| he shows that in 1926 the wages of 
the average Canadian worker were 
$1003, and for these dollars the 
worker could purchase 1003 units 
of goods. In 1929’ wages had ad- 
vanced to $1109, but, because of 
higher costs, this enabled the work- 


er to purchase only 716 units of 
goods. By 1933 wages had drop- 
| ped to $785, but prices had also 


dropped so that the worker could 
purchase 1170 units of goods In 
other words, in 1933, the very bot- 
tom of the depression, the average 
Canadian worker could buy 1170 
units of goods, whereas in 1929, the 
very peak of prosperity, he could 
buy only 716 units, or, in 1933 he 
was 63 per cent better off than in 
1929.
